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‘Freedom From Want’ Budget 
Explored By YD Speaker Perry 


What is the Freedom Budget? 
This was the question before 
the SSC Young Democrats last 
Thursday when Herbert Perry 





of the economics dept spoke at 
the Y.D, meeting, 

Perry explained that the Free-~ 
dom Budget is a plan for the 
National Budget of the United 
States that will achieve ‘freedom 


from want’? for all Americans, 
The Freedom Budget was drawn 
up by a number of prominent 
educators and economists for the 
A, Philip Randolph Institute. 
Among some of its authors are 
Michael Harrington, author of 
“Other America’’, John Kenneth 
Galbraith of Harvard, Leon Key- 
serling, Benjamin Spock, Martin 
Luther King and other leaders 
from business and labor. 

The budget is designed to in- 
crease federal outlays for the 
building of new housing, hosp- 
itals, schoois, recreational fac- 
ilities, conservation and trans- 
portation, while at the same time 
not eliminating money for the 
defense budget and the war, 

Perry said that of any country 
that has ever existed, we have 
the greatest opportunity to elim- 
inate poverty. He said that we 
have the potential, ‘‘all we need 
is the wilL’’ With the Freedom

Budget America can bring all its 
citizens up to a standard of living 
above the poverty level, But in 
our society, as Michael Harring- 
ton’s book points out, most of the 
poverty is hidden and invisible 
behind the ‘‘ghetto walls’”’ that 
seperate 20 % of our population 
from the affluence of America’s 
wealth. 

Perry said that when money 
is spent on domestic programs, 
it also generates spending from 
the private sectors of the 
economy. ‘There is nofinancial 
return on a million dollar plane 
when it is shot down,’’ but when 
a million dollars is spent on 
building a school, other jobs are 
created, and with more jobs, 
more people can spend money on 
consumer goods, and generate 
more jobs in turn, “a sort of 
escalation of production and pro- 
perity.’”’ 

The Freedom Budget derives 
its name from the principle that 
only when people have economic 
freedom from want can they have 
political, social, educational and 
personal freedom, When a large 
sector of America is denied this 
economic freedom they will 
remain outside the benefits of our 
democratic society. 


Perry mentioned that the 
Freedom Budget gets around a 
number of our popular myths 
about economics in America, He 
said that peopie don’t like ‘‘fea- 
ther bedding,’’ yet in private 
industry there is a tremendous 
amount of wasted or padded la- 
bor. He said we subsidize far- 
mers, but we need to subsidize 
farm laborers or find new jobs 
for them if there are not enough 
He also said that our medical 
facilities are in drastic need of 
updating, air pollution is 
becoming a real health menace, 
yet nothing has been done in 
these areas, With the Freedom 
Budget program of a ten year 
emphasis on these problems, 





America can eliminate most of 
its social ills 

Perry urged that all persons 
interested in the Freedom Bud- 
get plan to attend the upcoming 
conference April 7-9 in Sarc- 
ramento,

ANN ARBOR, Mich, (CPS) —

new plan to draft 19 year-olds 
first on a ‘‘Feir and Impartial 
Random system of selection 
(F AIR).’’ Unfortunately everyone 
is ignoring any new plan to change 
the draft based on a ‘‘Fair and 
Reasonable Classification Evalu- 
ation (F ARCF),"* 

The FARCE study, which in- 
cluded extensive consultation 
with Selective Service Directur 
Hershey, students, draftees, col-

Philosophy Department's McGreal 
Says Women Ignore Truths, Thinking 


‘there is no such thing as 
a female philosopher,’’ asserted 
lan McGreal, because, as he said 
at the Noon Forum on March 
17, women do not concern them- 
selves with truths, or tor that 
matter, with thinking. 

In McGreal’s talk, “How 
Women Think — If You Can 
Call it Thinking,” he said that 
a woman’s conversation tends 
to be monological, not logical, 
as the over -flow crowd of mostly 
women listened, not knowing 
whether to blush or chuckle at 
the SSC Philosophy Department 
chairman’s statements, 

*-when a woman begins a con- 
versation, she usually begins it 
with a generalization, Women 
generally know what kind of con-

versation they are about to en- 
gage in when talking with other 
women,”’ he added, 

McGreal said that ‘men would 
not call women’s conversation 
‘thinking’, but reporting or gos- 
siping.”” Women talk not about 
personalities, but persons; not 
universal subjects, but particu- 
lars, he added, 

“Women in a conversation 
do not make a point, as a man 
would, intellectualiy, but simply 
point,’ McGreai said, They gen- 
eralize in order to cite instances, 
he said, whereas it is just the 
opposite with men, Instances for 
her, he added, are individuals 
and she has no need for induc- 
tive or deductive thinking. 

He said that women do not think 
logically, inductively or deduc- 
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tively, but that it is by women’s 
intuition that they think. They are 
invulneruble to truth, he said, 
because they cannot rationalize. 

McGreal conceded that intu- 
ition, utilized by women, is better 
than thinking, which he claims 
is stricly a male characteristic, 

He added that man’s form of 
thinking, through logic and uni- 
versal truths, is often far re- 
moved from particular subjects 
and tends to dehumanize whatever 
at is he is thinking of, and that 
it is woman’s form of thinking, 
through intuition. by which means 
man is returned to the human, 

McGrea!’s wew book, “‘ Ana- 
lyzing Philosophical Argu- 
ments,” will be released next 
month,

STANFORD PROF’S VIEWS 
Ambivalence, Expediency Mark Education

Ambivalence, demands of expedi - 
ency, and a too narrow view 
of the purposes of education 
shackle today’s colleges and uni- 
versities, according to a noted 
Stanford University educator. 
Speaking to the national con- 
ference of the Association for 
Higher Education, Nevitt Sanford, 
director of Stanford’s Institute 
for the Study of Human Prob- 
lems, suggested that humanistic 
leadership and greater concern 
for student-oriented institutions 
should be the goals of America’s 
institutions of higher learning. 
Sanford lamented the lack of 
direction given by present admin- 
istrators and faculty to the stu-

lan McGreal’s speech, ‘‘How 
Women Think, If You Can Call 
It Thinking,”” was a good 
observance of how a man views 
a woman, or rather, ahousewi‘e. 
It seems that McGreal has never 
met a career woman. He dwells in 
the world of the housewife. 


From the sound of his title, 
* one would expect to hear some- 
thing irrational, a man’s point 
of view, And, in part, that’s 
what he gave, except he was more 
organized. He presented a man’s 
rational view of a housewife and 
human nature. 


The beginning of his speech 
dealt with social conversation, 
his point being that women begin 
conversation with a general- 
ization to bring the conversation 
_ down to personal incidents, 
“gossip and the discussion 
of personalities. 


‘Women generalize in order 
to cite instances, men cite 
instances to generalize.’' 

No matter which way it works, 
or how one compares the man’s 
system against the female way, 


it is doubtful if any earthshatter- 
ing philosophical conclusions are 
going to arise out of social 
conversation. 


McGreal’s speech was one 
massive generalization. He 
lumped all men into one homogen- 
eous group as all wise, concerned 
with the world and very 
philosophical. He characterized 
women like the little red hen, 
* only concerned with the home, 

family and the neighbors. With 
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dent, ‘‘There is seldom a sug- 
gestion that college might help 
to change the individual himself, 
to broaden his horizons, to lib- 
erwte him from dogma and pre- 
judices, or to give him a new 
sense of identity,’’ he stated, 

He described the problem of 
administrative leadership of 
presidents of American univer- 
sitites as an over concern with 
organization and image. 

“The respoosible individual 
is vanishing into a tangle of 
organized social roles and group 
memberships .... Instead of good 
or bad decisions by responsible 
officials, we now have the con- 
sensus of anonymous com- 
mittees,’? he commented, 

According to Sanford, the hu-

‘*How women think, if you can 
call it thinking,’’ showed nothing 
new or any insights into human 
nature. McGreal entertained the 
crowded roomful of people with 
45 minutes of witty observations 
of human nature.

Sending man off to conquer the 
world, while the womenfolk stay 
home and feed the children, 
McGreai put women in their old- 
fashioned subservient role with, 
‘*Let man think, if you can call 
it thinking. Woman is the organ 
by which he is brought back 
to the world of persons.”’

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Tuition March Effect: Negative

What was the effect on the 
legislators of the February 11 
tuition march? 

“All negative, I don’t know 
that anybody serves any useful 
purpose in this kind of activity, 
no matter how justified the cause, 
My opinion and my impression 
is that legislative reaction is ne- 
gative to such mass action the 
mob psychology.”’ 

This is the view of Assembly- 
man Leroy F, Greene, recently 
named chairman of the education 
committee in the lower house of 
the state legislature, as ex- 
pressed in an exclusive personal 
interview with the Hornet 
reporter. 

‘Don’t forget that anytime you 
have a march, for every person 
that’s marching, there are ten 
or twenty or fity sitting at home 
that didn’t want to join that march, 
And every time you have a lynch 
mob, there are ten or twenty or 
fifty sitting at home that may not 
sympathize at all with the move- 
ment 

“All you know here is that 
people have turned up the volume, 
so to speak, rather than turned 
on the light. We don’t need heat, 
we don’t need sound, we need 
light. And there is nothing about 
a march, per se, that furnishes 
any.”’ 

Although these remarks were 
made before the February 11 
march, this reporter has no 
doubts that Assemblyman Gre- 
ene’s philosophy remains un- 
changed 

Since the legislature will ul- 
timately decide for the fate of 
the budget cuts and tuition pro- 
posals for the state college 
system, Assemblyman Greene, 
as head of the Assembly educa- 
tion committee, will carry an 
exceedingly important and influe- 
neial voice, Asked about his 
views of tuition, Greene replied, 
“I don’t believe in tuition as a 
tax. Tuition might be reasonable 
if all the tuition money was used 
for scholarships for deserving, 
needy students, 

“But deserving is a difficult 
question on that because, if you 
take the °C’ student who went 
to the junior college and wants 
to come up to the state college, 
there is no way for him to get 
a scholarship. On the other 
hand, if he was a ’C’ student 
from a wealthy family, he could 
go to school [If he is a ’C’ 
student from a poor family, he 
can’t get a scholarship and no- 
body can help him out, Unless 
questions like this can be ans- 
wered to my satisfaction I would 
oppose tuition,” 

Considering the cost of higher 
education today, Greene asserted 
his feeling about a rarely discus- 
sed facid of ‘‘free’’ education, 
*‘I think we would find inahurry, 
if we looked at the student body 
of the University of California, 
for example, that it would be 
very difficult to find any students 
there who come from families 
whose income is less, say, than 
$6000 a year. It would be al- 
most impossible, which means 
that the very cost of higher ed- 
ucation, even when it’s ‘‘free,’’ 
is still beyond the means of most 
people in the low income 
brackets, ’’ 

Charges of political interfer- 
ence in education, which have 
saturated California’s troubled 
air, envolve from the fact that 
various men sit on the UC Board 
of «nother office they hold It is 
claimed that these ex-officio off- 
icers, which include Gov, Regan, 
Lt. Gov, Finch, Sup, of Public 
Instruction Rafferty, and Speaker 
of the Assembly Unruh, are res- 
ponsible for political man- 
euvering in higher education, 


As a result, Speaker Unruh, 
with the moral support of Lt 
Gov. Finch, has introduced a bill 
to the state legislature to elim- 
inate these ex-officio members 
from the two boards, In refer- 
ence to this, Greene proposed 
larger scale reforms, ‘‘It is not 
an unreasonable point of view. 
However, it ties up with several 
other questions at the same time, 
For example, the relationship of 
the University, on the one hand, 
to the state college system, on 
the other, in this regard: in 
that the University is blanketed 
under the constitution (Calif. ) 
and has a board of regents, 

‘One wonders why the struc- 
ture of the university system 
should be different than the struc- 
ture of the state college system, 
no matter what their aims and 
goals are, I would be more in- 
terested in first considering the 
structure and whether this 
doesn’t mean that the state col- 
lege system should go under the 
cloak of the constitution, or does 
it mean that the University should 
come out from under this cloak” 
I’m not suggesting either one. I’m 
simply suggesting that they 
should both be the same, 

‘Having solved that problem, 
I then would want to get into the 
discussion of the governing body, 
whether it’s the board of regents 
or whether it should be a trustee 
situation, How you would find the 
members of such bodies would 
also have to be considered.” 

However, while Speaker Unruh 
tries to delete board members, 
Dr. Max Rafferty, State Super- 
intendent of Public Instruction, 
has proposed an addition, He 
has suggested that the student 
body president of each of the UC 
campuses sit on the Board of 
Regents as voting members, at 
one month intervals, Asked if 
he was in favor of this proposal, 
Greene replied, ‘‘No, I am not, 

“The students are students,” 
contended the Assemblyman, 
“They are in higher education 
in order to learn, the faculty is 
there to teach them, the academic 
senate is there for its purpose, 
and the regents are there to run 
the show,’”’ 

Turning his attention from the 
human to the economic element 
of higher education, Greene re- 
flected his thoughts on the Gov- 
ernor’s proposed 10% budget 
cuts, ‘I am opposed to blanket 
cuts such as the Governor has 
spoken of -- 10% across the 
board, I’m amember of the Ways 
and Means Committee and will 
be considering the budget. 

‘‘What I want to know is: how 
much do you want for what pur- 
pose and how is the money being 
spent There is no way that I 
can examine the budget the way 
the Governor has given it to us, 
The Governor says 10% cut. He 
hasn’t said what he’s cutting 
Is he cutting everybody’s salary, 
is he knocking out some position, 
is he deciding not to buy some 
typewriters? What is it? This 
is not in the budget, And there 
is no way that we, the legislature, 
can approve this budget without 
knowing what that 10% re 
presents,’’ 

Vague representations have 
also fanned other controversies, 
One frustrating example is the 
financial condition of the state, 
Governor Reagan says that there 
will be a deficit of $180 million 
by June 30, the end of this fiscal 
year, Ex-Governor Brown, how- 
ever, affirms that a surplus of 
$131 million will exist by that 
date. Who is right? They both 
are, 

How’s that? Former Governor 
Brown used the accrual system 
of budgeting, which simply means 
that, during each fiscal year 
(July 1I-June 30), the state is 


collecting fifteen months income 
while paying twelve months of 
bills. In other words, the state 
is considering that the estimated 
amount of money that it will be 
paid in the first three months of 
the next fiscal year is already 
in its hands, This gives the state 
the opportunity to spend this 
anticipated income, which it is 
already owed, during the present 
fiscal year. Governor Reagan, 
on the other hand, uses the cash 
system of budgeting, which states 
that the state can spend no more 
money during the present fiscal 


period --- no fair counting some _ 


of next year’s collections on this 


year’s budget. 


Alluding to these systems and 
the constroversies they have 
Stirred, Greene remarked, 
“Consistency is what we need 
We have some magic cloud in 
the sky in the process of change, 
But once you’re consistently 
doing one thing, it doesn’t matter, 


Accrual has certain technical 
advantages, if you’re an account- 
ant. Our accountants tell us 
that this is the way they think 
would be a better devise by which 
to account for the money you’re 
spending. You’re accounting for 
the same money, They simply 
say it’s a different process 
whereby you’re going to do it 


They can quibble all over the 
place, They’re all talking about 
the same thing inthe end. They’re 
de scribing it from different 
points of view.”’

debate, a perenial spring topic. — 


Greene voiced his opinion in this 
way: ‘The difficulty, in my mind, 
of lowering the voting age is that 
young people, from birth through 
schooling, are all having an app- 
earance experience in common, 
It’s not a varied experience, It’s 
an experience in the same society 
with each other, and with their 
teachers, and with the educaters, 
and with their books, etc, They’re 
interested in the same kinds of 
things, generally. They haven’t 
been diffused into the regular 
population---to go their seperate 
ways, 


I’m not sure that you’re going 
to get the maturity you seek 
because you’re learning so fast 
now that the world looks different 
each year. However, there comes 
a point when this is no longer true, 
meaning that your learning 
process has slowed down, Ob- 
viously, no two people mature 
in the same way, so I don’t know 
what devise would be a good one, 
I know of no magic, But this 
is one reason for objecting to 
it (voting age) being too close 
to school age.” 


The Assemblyman then turned 
his attention from who votes 
to how they vote, He offered the 
opinion that there is a political 
swing to the right. ‘I don’t think 
it’s in the western states. | think 
it’s in the United States, and 
may well be in the world There 
is a reaction to the events of 
recent years, with the Supreme 


Court moving into the civil rights © 


field down south, and re 


apportionment, etc,” Greene also ‘ 


said that because a myriad of 
(presumably liberal) changes in 


past years the politicalpendulum . 


had to swiig the other way some- 
time — and apparently, that time 
has come,
